NEWS BRIEFS - - 


Tally-Ho las to Vacate for Turnpike 
Another of the well-known land-tnarks of lower Bucks county 
is to fall prey to progress. Announcement Is made today that the site 
of tho Tally-Ho Inn in Bensaiem township will be used as part of one 
of the approaches to the lnter-change of the Pennsylvania Turnpike 
extension In that area. 
The proprietor of the Tally-Ho, Cabell Ftye, has received instruc­ 
tions to vacate by May I4th. He announced today that Saturday, May 
2 nd. will be the last day the restaurant will be open for business. 
“I plan to re-locate In Bensaiem township within six months,’’ 
stated Mr. Frye. ‘‘The new restaurant'will carry the same name”. The 
new site has not been determined as yet. 
"To the best of my knowledge the three-story stone house, occupied 
as the Tally-Ho Inn, will be rased, as will also the large barn. I have 
been led to believe* this," stated Mr. Frye. The main part of the house 
was built in Revolutions! War days, Mr. Frye states. The building con­ 
tains 26 rooms. The walls are 18-lnches thick. 
The tract which Is occupied by Tally-Ho is approximately 2V4 
acres, and is located at a triangular Intersection of Lincoln highway 
<Route 1) and Trevose road, about one-half mile north of intersection 
of Route I and Street road (Calico Corner). It is Calico Corner section 
which has been designated as the site of the interchange. 
The building known to many as the Tally-Ho has been occupied 
as a restaurant since Nov. I, 1946. Cabell Frye and Stanley Becker 
were co-owners when It opened, with Frye also being manager. On 
March 16, 1951, Becker withdrew from the partnership, and Frye became 
sole proprietor. It was then the name was change to the present one 
from Becker Farms Restaurant. 
The Tally-Ho site Is to become one of the entrance loops for the 
interchange. 
It Is unofficially stated that the Penna. Turnpike Commission will 
require about 40 acres for the interchange listed as just north of a motel 
across Route I from Tally-l^o, and through a trailer park adjoining 
Tally-Ho. The right of way for the turnpike extension was established 
some time ago. It Is believed that the trailer park will also become 
part of the interchange, Becker owns this land, the park being operated 
by Millard Terry. 
Originally the tract occupied by Tally-Ho and the trailer park was 
owned by the Phila. Friends Society, it being part of the Friends Hos­ 
pital Farm. A portion of it was sold about 1949 to Commonwelath of 
Ceatlaned a* Face Twt 


Zoning Board Refuses Request of Safety 
Drycleaning, Inc. 


The request of Safety Dry Cleaning, Inc. for a special exception 
under Section 601, of Bristol Borough Zoning Ordinance, to permit the 
establishment abd operation of a dry cleaning plant at Bath and Otter 
streets, has been rejected by the Boning board. 
Vigorous objections was filed with the Boning board Thursday 
evening, at public hearing held in the Municipal Banding. The protests 
were made by witnesses appearing personally, by others who signed 
petitions and by attorney's appearing on behalf of the borough and 
other clients. The borough had filed objections. 
The members of the Boning board are Maxwell J. Gordon, chair* 
man ; Stephen Mldouhas and Dominie Roberto. 
The announcement, made by Mr. Gordon today, was brief and to 
the point. He saki “the board has rejected the request”. 
Saturday afternoon, Mr. Gordon and Mr. Mldouhas visited a dry 
cleaning plant in Camden, N. J., which uses a machine similar to the 
one that would be used In the proposed Bristol plant. 
Accompanying the Boning board members were Councilman William 
Wallace, of the third ward, and John Burns and George Molden, Jr., 
who have properties in the Bath and Otter streets area. 
, 
The party was conducted by B. H. Coldwater, owner o f-the pro­ 
posed plant and Jack Freedman, of Gush Equipment Corp., who sells 
the dry cleaning machinery. 
The purpose of the tour, according to Gordon, was "to get the 
actual facts as to what the proposed plant would consist of, and see 
a plant in actual operation in a neighboring! typical of the Bristol third 
ward.” 
The parly visited a cleaning plant at Broadway and Line streets, 
mid interviewed neighbors on both sides of the Camden plant. 
Neighbors on Line street said they would have objected to the 
plunt coining to their neighborhood, if there had been a nearing. They 
said the plant gives off a nauseating odor at Irregular intervals, some 
times iii front of the bouse and sometime! in the back yard. 
They added that the machinery In the cleaning plant “gets on your 
nerves.” 
Dr. R. Dean Caval ll, In his office on Broadway next to the clean 
ing establishment, said, “I would not object to the plant coming here, 
but it might be harmful for persons over 50 or with bad nerves,” object 
ing to the noise which he emu he understood was made by a stream 
generating machine. 
The third ward representatives after finishing the tour commented 
ga follows: 
Wallace: "I wouldn’t go for IL I will have something to say about 
it .Monday night. There’s definitely an odor.” 
Molden: “I’m still opposed to it. I can’t see any comparison between 
this Camden location and our third ward. We consider the third ward 
a residential district. * 
Burns said his wife is suffering a nerve condition, and lf the 
plant locates at Bath and Otter sis., he and she will have to move 
from the neighborhood. 
Burns stated further that he has apartments near the proposed 
plant “rented to defense workers who work around the clock. The 
noise of the machine would interfere with their re*t.” he said. “The 
noise is not loud,” he said, on inspecting the machine in Camden, “but 
itB a dull noise that would disturb anyone trying to sleep.” 
Mr. Gordon also stated today that a number of attorney's have been 
consulted concerning the objections of Carl Nelson to property .of 
C. S. Weherili, Jr., being used for the extension of the Wetherill lumber 
business. “It is the opinion of the attorney’s in the Wetherill case,” 
said Gordon, "that Mr. Wetherill should apply for a variance from the 
zoning ordinance, and that a public hearing should be held upon this 
request before the Boning board hands down their decision.”

A 
well-coordinated team I* an effect­ 
ive unit-one that i* practically un­ 
beatable. 
“It also reflect* another facet 
of Democracy; the American Way 
of Life and the power and benefit* 
of unfettered enterprise. America 
long ago demonstrated to the world 
that a nation cannot live within 
itself. Just a* a nation cannot 
afford to follow a blind policy, 
neither can any of it* Important 
political Hub-divisionn. 
“Times are constantly changing. 
We encounter new demands, and 
almost daily we find the world 
continuing to shrink through the 
great accomplishment* and realisa­ 
tion of more and more speed In 
our aircraft—from the huge cargo 
carriers to those which have al­ 
ready passed the sound barrier 
And, we have yet to reach the 
ultimate In speed, design and pro­ 
duction. Therefore, it behooves all 
of us to work and act in concert. 
“Our new spirit wa* brought 
about by one of the world’s most 
indispensable 
products — steel 
Food, shelter, and clothing are the 
vital need* of dally life, but running 
a close second is steel. Without 
steel our living* quarters would 
be primitive, we would lack the 
great and complicated machinery 
which enables America to produce 
so much in so short a time, and our 
modes of transportation would be 
nothing more than a streamlined 
version of a Roman Chariot. 
“Steel has created the gigantic 
Industrial enterprise now known 
as Delaware Valley. U. S. A. 
“The Delaware Valley is no long­ 
er a geographical location. It is 
now an expansive area embracing 
diversified activities of life, capable 
of producing almost everv product 
ranging from A to Z. This must 
make other areas of the Nation 
wish that they could emulate us. 
What we have in abunanrance and 
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diversity, they must generally im­ 
port 
"Creation of the Delaware Valley 
bae removed the shackles from 
Philadelphia. The City Is no long­ 
er limited to a given area. Trenton 
is no longer confined to a definite 
radius. This is a new and progres­ 
sive solidarity. All the communities 
south of Trenton on the New Jer­ 
sey side, even including the south­ 
ern Atlantic coast sections are 
benefiting and the benefits will 
continue to flow. What prevails on 
my side of the Delaware River, 
exists for all municipalities from 
Morrisville on tbs Pennsylvania 
banks down to Delaware. 
“Without fear of contradicatlon, 
it may rightfully be said that 
future America Is the Delaware 
Valley! 
“It Is not what we now possess 
which makes the Delaware Valley 
great, but our vast potentials. It 
Is a wonderful area in which to 
live, work, plan and accomplish. 
The hor lion of its future has yet 
to be sighted. 
“Here in the Delaware Valley 
we have more wealth, more assets 
and more opportunities to progress 
than most nations of the world. 
We have within our midst some 
of the largest Industries In the 
world; we have one of the largest 
annual payrolls In the world and 
we have one of the moat productive 
agricultural regions In the world 
That some nations may bd envious 
of what we possess and what we 
can build and attain la understand­ 
able. 
“Our Industries are the most 
diversified in the world. We manu­ 
facture and process every essentia) 
needed for dally living; we pro 
duce In quantity the finest of lux­ 
uries, and what Is more Important 
we are, in time of need, the hard 
core of our Nation's defense re 
qulrementa. 
“What all this means Is the as­ 
surance of steady employment, a 
sound economy and a guaranteed 
txmtinued growth. All these asset* 
can be summarised in one w ord- 
Atablllty. 
"A factor to be weighed most 
carefully — and when analysed, lf 
will be appreciated — the Delawre 
Valley of today and tomorrow does 
not call for investment of risk 
capital. Rather conditions and pro­ 
spects assure a safe Investment, 
for It means a real ’Invest in 
America*. 
“Two known quantities prove 
this; 
“One, established Industry and 
new industry have Invested billions 
of dollars, not only for production 
but to create the source most 
necessary for continued purchase 
of 
raw 
materials — employment 
However, some years must pass 
before we know accurately what 
Industry bas Invested. This is due 
to the fact that established in­ 
dustry Is almost dally expanding 
and the trend of new industry has 
yet to reach its peak. 
“Two, the annual payroll now 
exceeds two billions of dollars, as 
I already have stated. But. the 
annual payroll Is not stationary 
at this point. As Industry expands 
and new Industry establishes It­ 
self, employment roll* will increase, 
exerting an upward trend In the 
annual payroll. Again, none at this 
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time can for m ast accurately what 
will be the ultimate annual pay­ 
roll until employment reaches the 
saturation point That time, how­ 
ever, lies In the future. And, when 
that state ie reached, a related 
aaaet will rematn-'-atabllity. 
“Another benefit—not fringe by 
any means, but major—Is construc­ 
tion. 
Neither 
Philadelphia 
nor 
Trenton, nor other sections of the 
Delaware Valley are able to pin­ 
point their construction future. 
“There still remains a demand 
for new housing, new office space, 
new shops and stores, plants and 
factories. Every community em­ 
braced by the area Is going through 
an unprecedented stage of growth. 
This in turn has a definite relation­ 
ship to ratable* and tax revenue. 
With judicious management the 
blossoming new ratable* will help 
make better communities, and can 
also mean lower taxes. And, that 
is something which we all will 
welcome. 
“Statistics have a tendency to 
be boring except to statisticians 
and those searching for facts. Hut, 
our statistics are not fixed. They 
are in a constant state of flux. But, 
we do not need statistics to Inform 
us what Is going on. We can see 
the evidence in progress. 
“We have seen United States 
Steel build hard by us one of the 
world’s greatest steel producing 
plants. It Ie a marvel of engineer­ 
ing and scientific skill. This one 
plant alone has already attracted 
scores of smaller but still impor­ 
tant production units. 
They are 
needed to ald In the operation of 
the gigantic parent, which has not 
assumed that It has reached full 
nature, but which will continue to 
grow. 
“We have seen throughout the 
entire area the expansion of estab­ 
lished Industry aud the building 
of new plants. We have noted the 
erection of numerous huge apart­ 
ment houses, designed to meet all 
evels of Income. We have witness­ 
ed the creation of such great com­ 
munity projects such a* Levittown 
and Fairless H ula And we know 
of the purchase of Central Airport, 
right outside of Camden, and of 
the plans to develop the acreage 
Into the world’s largest shopping 
and business center. 
“The attractions and assets of 
the Delaware Valley do not cease 
with the economic phase. We are 
a highly cultural area, one which 
can boast of the finest hospitals 
and research centers. Our educa­ 
tional facilitlties are without peer. 
We have the best in public and 
parochial educational systems, the 
acme In colleges and universities. 
Our museums and halls of art, rank 
with those thronghont the world 
In the fields of cultural and human­ 
itarian services we lack nothing. 
Bot, ae we grow, we shall need 
more. 
“A vital necessity of life and 
Industry Is water. We have that 
In abundance, but aa we expand, 
our requirements will Increase. 
However, 
we 
are 
a 
far-seeing 
people. We are planning for the 
fullest In water conservation, but 
It la a huge problem. 
"Our water problems involve not 
only New Jersey and Pennsylvania, 
but New York and Delaware. Like 
all big projects, one cannot apply 
a standard pattern to reach a 
solution. Each of the four states 
has 
Its 
peculiar considerations. 
Under such conditione any propos­ 
ed plan la bound to hare its “hugs". 
The several conservation plans ad­ 
vanced have their ‘’bugs". But, 
knowing how to work and plan 
together, we can rest assured that 
soon these “bugs" will Ip eliminat­ 
ed, and then the conservation policy 
will become a reality. 
"Part of the water conservation 
project must Include the. affects 
that may be Incident to the dredg­ 
ing of the 40-foot channel clear to 
Trenton. Some .have detected in the 
channel proposal* what they be­ 
lieve to be “kinks". Here again. 


knowledge, experience and know­ 
how will allow how practical rea­ 
soning will toon Iron out those 
kinks and trin al dredging will 
start. 
“As a group, w# are too big 
mentally to stand adamant and not 
seek the answers that will resolve 
varied schools of thinking concern­ 
ing conservation and the channel, 
Into a unlfled plan. After all, there 
Is too much at stake. 
••Today the ports of Philadelphia, 
Camden and Trenton are second to 
none. When the new channel is 
completed, none will be left to 
challenge us.

five 
Lucisano 
brothers, 
C harles, Louis, John, V incent and 
Frank, have operated a building 
supply business in T ullytow n for 
six years. In 
1950 they had the 
jolt of tearing down and salvaging 
Army barracks at Fort Dix. 
The old houses yield 
valuable 
plum bing 
and 
heating 
fixtures, 
decorative 
fireplaces, 
occasional 
farm 
im plem ents, 
wrought 
iron 
hinges and hardware and a large 
amount of building m aterials, in­ 
cluding sturdy joists, beam s and 
planks that haven t deteriorated in 
IOO years of use. 
The 
antique 
beams, 
salvaged 
from old barns, are hand-hewn, and 
in great demand by persona who 
give their hom es a rustic appear­ 
ance. The m ost-desired beam s still 
have bark on tw o sides, which make 
them Impractical for actual con­ 
struction use, but are attractive 
when attached to the catling of a 
den or living room. 
Barn doors, if they are sm all 
enough, are also eagerly snatt heck 
up to ‘Yountryfy" modern homes. 
The boma decorators ask for the 
wrought iron Itardware as fast as 
the buildings are stripped. 
Another feature of Levitt's m an­ 
sions in large demand is old floor 
planks. The hoards are som etim es 
transferred
